student  publications  staffs,  both — 

editorial  and  business.  Activities 
will  begin  at  9 a.m.  and  last  until 
4 p.m. 

Guest  speakers  are  experts  in 
various  fields,  according  to  Dr. 

Oliver  R.  Smith,  .head-  of  BYU 
Journalism  Department,  and 
chairman  of  the  conference. 

Speakers  can  give  practical  and 
authoritative  instruction  to  stu- 
dents interested  in  journalistic 
and  advertising  fields. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the 
conference  will  be  an  exhibit  of 
school  publications — newspapers, 
yearbooks  and  magazines.  This 
is  not  a contest,  merely  a practi- 
cal way  to  compare  the  work  of 
students  from  Provo  area,  with 
that  of  others  in  the  conference, 
according  to  Dr.  Smith. 

Listed'  on  page  8 is  a schedule 
for  the  day’s  events.  All  students 
interested  in  the  fields  are  invit- 
ed to  attend. 

BYU  journalism  students  will 
be  taking  part  in  the  conference, 
assisting  with  workshop  classes 
and  giving  demonstrations  of 
various  publication  techniques. 

Two  $50  scholarships  will  be 
given  winners  in  the  newswrit- 
ing. contest  by  the  Deseret  News- 
Telegram.  Boys  and  girls  will 
compete  separately,  writing  stor- 
ies on  the  conference.

Mr.  Brown 
was  elected  by  Provo  Community 
householders  as  their  represen- 
tative. BYU  students  are  now 
renting  from  more  than  850 
householders. 

Thomander,  from  Maplewood, 
N.  J.,  is  a member  of  Intercol- 
legiate Knights  and  a past  presi- 
dent of  Phi  Eta  Sigma. 

Last  year  the  adjustment 
board  handled  over  35  cases.  It 
has  been  in  operation  for  three 
years  and  is  independent  of  the 
office  of  student  housing.

Solon  Sees 
GOP  Win 
For  Utahns 


Utah’s  senior  senator,  Arthur 
V.  Watkins,  after  a studentbody 
speech  Tuesday  predicted  “close 
margin”  victories  by  both  Re- 
publican congressmen  seeking 
election  in  the  state. 

Sen.  Watkins,  who  recently 
gained  national  recognition  by 
heading  the  McCarthy  censure 
committee,  spoke  for  his  party 
as  devotional  guest  at  Brigham 
Young  University. 

In  his  opinion,  Republicans 
“are  going  to  fare  all  right  in 
Utah.”  His  work  in  Washington 
and  the  recent  Stringfellow  stir- 
up  in  Utah  have  kept  him  “out 
of  the  .national  arena  for  awhile,” 
the  senator  said,  but  he  has  been 
advised'  by  Vice  President  Nixon 
and  other  party  leaders  that 
“things  are  looking  much  better 
in  the  national  campaign.” 

On  possible  outcome  of  the 
McCarthy  issue,  Senator  Witkins 
had  one  comment,  “I  never  pre- 
dict on  that  U.  S.  senator.”  Since 
the  committee  recommended  cen- 
sure, he  stated,  he  has  received 
several  letters  from  McCarthy, 
one  the  latest  charging  him  with 
“being  prejudiced  from  the  be- 
ginning.” 

Sen  Watkins  said  he  doesn’t 
recall  having  made  any  speeches 
regarding  McCarthy,  except  one 
years  ago  in  which  he  “praised 
the  man.” 

His  talk  centered  around  de- 
bunking Democratic  claims  that 
their  party  would  work  with  the 
President  if  elected,  and  pointing 
to  the  tax  program  enacted  by 
the  83rd  - Congress  and  improve- 
ment of  unemployment  condi- 
tions.

German  Dignitaries  Give  School  Roman  Vase 


Seven  dignitaries  from  Kemp- 
ten,  Germany,  left  Brigham 
Young  University  and  Provo  a 
lasting  memento  of  their  two- 
weeks’  visit.  They  presented  a 
2,000-year-old  Roman  vase  to 
Provo  Mayor  Aura  C.  Hatch,  who 
gave  it  to  BYU  for  safekeeping. 

The  German  visitors  Avere  in 
Provo  under  auspices  of  the  for- 
eign leader  exchange  program 
of  the  State  Department.  Dr. 
Richard  D.  Poll  of  BYU  history 
and  political  science  department 
was  chairman  of  arrangements. 

Lord  Mayor  August  Fisher  of 


the  German  dairying  center  made 
the  gift  of  the  vase  in  assembly, 
where  the  delegation  was  intro- 
duced. Speaking  through  an  in- 
terpreter, he  said  his  group  was 
interested  in  learning  about  local 
problems,  and  was  happy  with 
the  welcome  they  had  received. 

During  their  visit  the  seven 
were  guests  in  homes  of  Provo 
citizens.  They  studied  volunteer 
community  - projects  and  fund- 
raising campaigns  to  care  for  the 
needy. 

Included  among  visitors  were 
a city  councilman,  Catholic 
Priest,  physician,  economics  edi- 


tor of  the  daily  paper,  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  teacher,  and 
a noted  business  woman. 

Kempten,  a city  about  the  size 
of  Provo,  is  center  of  the  famous 
Allgaeu  region,  most  productive 
dairying  area  in  southern  Ger- 
many. It  is  one  of  the  oldest 
cities  in  Germany,  with  tradi- 
tions dating  back  2,000  years. 

Visitors  were  honored  before 
their  departure  at  a reception  co- 
sponsored by  department  of  his- 
tory and  political  science  and 
BYU  German  club,  under  direc- 
tion of  William  Carr,  Dr.  Arthur 
Watkins  and  Elwood  Dennett.

Blue  Keys  Ready  Return 
Of  Old  Wagon  Wheel 


“Fight,  Cougars,  Fight!”  This 
is  the  prayer  being  murmured 
by  members  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  chapter  of 
Blue  Keys  as  they  make  plans 
for  bringing  the  wagon  wheel 
trophy  back  to  campus.  The 
wagon  wheel  is  the  traditional 
trophy  which  goes  to  the  winner 
of  the  BYU-USAC  football  game. 

In  addition  to  the  wheel,  the 
pride  and  honor  of  the  BYU  Blue 
Keys  will  be  at  stake,  according 
to  president  Don  Parker.  “We 
are  still  smarting  from  a letter 
written  to  us  by  the  Aggie  Blue 
Keys.” 

This  statement  was  made  by 
the  Aggies.  “The  wheel  will  be 
chained  to  the  flagpole  at  the 
start  of  the  game.  We  suggest 
that  you  bring  hacksaws,  al- 


though we  doubt  you  will  need 
them.  The  wheel  has  been  here 
so  long  we’re  thinking  of  buying 
a wagon  to  go  with  it.” 

Started  in  1948  by  the  Blue 
Keys  of  both  schools,  the  wagon 
wheel  tradition  has  grown  to  be 
a familiar  and  favorite  phase  of 
BYU-USAC  game  activities. 

Last  year  “Cosmo”  cougar  was 
introduced  to  the  studentbody  at 
the  USAC  game  rally. 

Four  of  six  contests  between 
the  two  schools  since  the  inaugu- 
ration of  the  trophy  have  gone 
to  USAC.  BYU  was  in  possession 
of  the  wheel  in  1950  and  1951. 

“Although  the  Aggies  are  fa- 
vored by  one  touchdown  to  win, 
the  Blue  Keys  are  certain  that 
we  will  regain  possession  of  the 
wheel,”  Parker  said.

Of  USA,  France

Russian  dress  designers  are 
ignoring  fashion  decrees  set 
forth  by  Christian  Dior.  Appar- 
ently they  have  never  heard  of 
Dior’s  new  “flat  look.”  In  fact, 
they  haven’t  even  caught  up  with 
the  “new  look”  that  Dior  intro- 
duced in  1947.  Russian  women 
are  dressed  in  drab  clothes  with 
styles  that  went  out  of  date  20 
years  ago  in  America  and  the 
rest  of  Europe. 

This  report  on  Russia’s  fashion 
trend,  which  seems  to  be  stand- 
ing still,  comes  from  Charles 
Arnowicz,  New  York  furrier,  who 
just  returned  from  a 10-day  trip 
to  Moscow  and  Leningrad.  He 
discovered  that  French  and  Am- 
erican fashion  influences  either 
hadn’t  penetrated  the  iron  cur- 
tain or  were  purposely  ignored. 

Arnowicz  visited  Moscow  where 
he  saw  a fashion  show,  and  not 
once  did  he  hear  the  name  of 
Dior,  Paris  fashion  arbiter.  If  the 
Russians  have  a Dior  of  their 
own  he  would  be  unhappy  be- 
cause he  too  received  no  public- 
ity. 

“Clothes  aren’t  the  least  bit 
feminine.  There’s  none  of  the 
elegance  we’re  used  to.  The  cut 
is  clumsy  and  the  materials  and 
workmanship  are  poor  compared 
to  ours,”  Arnowicz  said. 

According  to  Arnowicz,  models 
for  the  Moscow  fashion  show 
looked  like  they  had  been  recruit- 
ed from  a construction  gang. 
“They  were  all  stout  and  sort  of 
glum,  not  slim  and  gay  and  at- 
tractive like  our  models.” 

New  York’s  furrier  said  he 
offered  to  take  some  American 
models  and  American  clothes  to 
Moscow*  and  put  on  a fashion 
show  a la  Fifth  Avenue,  but  So- 
viet officials  haven’t  yet  given 
their  consent.

Illustrated  above  is  the  “bread  and  butter”  play  which  is  the 
feature  of  the  split-T  formation  utilized  by  Utah  State.  Also  known 
as  the  quarterback  option,  the  signal  caller  takes  the  pass  from 
center,  moves  laterally  along  the  line  of  scrimmage,  fakes  a handoff 
to  the  right  halfback;  if  the  defensive  end  waits,  the  quarterback 
keeps  the  bail  and  rips  through  the  tackle  position  (1);  if  the  end 
crashes,  the  ball  is  lateralled  to  the  left  half,  who  continues  around 
end  (2). 


Denver’s  Fairly 
Leads  Offense 


Rusty  Fairly,  Denver’s  sensa- 
tional field  general,  is  leading  the 
chase  for  top  honors  in  total 
offense  in  the  Skyline  Confer- 
ence. The  Denver  signal  barker 
has  garnered  264  yards  from  ball 
carrying  and  504  yards  from  pass- : 
ing  to  wind  up  at  the  conclus- : 
ion  of  six  games  with  768  yards 
gained. 

Figures  released  today  by  the 
conference  commissioner’s  office 
show  Colorado  A&M’s  Gary  Glick 
in  second  place  in  total  offense.

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Ike,  Puzzled  by  Voter  Apathy,  Plans  Flying  Campaign 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  said  Wednesday 
he  is  puzzled  by  the  apparent 
apathy  among  voters  and  hopes 
to  do  a little  stirring  up  person- 
ally— if  he  can  squeeze  a one-day 
flying  trip  into  his  tight  sched- 
ule. 

In  his  first  news  conference 
since  Aug.  17,  Eisenhower  said 
he  certainly  hopes  the  American 
people  are  going  to  elect  a Re- 
publican Congress  but  that  he 


was  not  going  to  predict  the  out- 
come of  next  Tuesday’s  balloting. 

Alluding  to  reports  of  an  ap- 
parent lack  of  interest  among 
voters,  Eisenhower  said  he  would 
like ' to  dramatize  his  desire  to 
see  everybody  vote. 

And,  he  said,  he  is  considering 
a flying  trip  Friday  which  might 
include  stops  at  airfields  in  four 
cities; 

Eisenhower  said  his  schedule 
is  so  tight  that  he  could  not  pos-

When  Eisenhower  said  he  was 
puzzled  by  the  apathy  which 
seemed  to  prevail  among  the  peo- 
ple, a reporter  asked  whether 
this  might  reflect  dissatisfaction 
among  the  .voters  with  his  ad- 
ministration’s accomplishments. 

The  President  replied  that 
some  people  had  told  him  the 
apathy  might  be  due.  to  an  en- 
tirely different  reason!. 

One  of  the  reasons  he  had 
been  given,  he  said,  was  that  the 
United  States  had  got  what  it 
wanted  from  his  administration 
and  the  voters  are  satisfied.  This 
indicated,  he  said,  that  it  might 
not  be  discontent  at  all  but  too 
much  satisfaction  that  was  mak- 
ing the  voters  apathetic. 

Among  political  strategists  on' 
both  sides,  it  seems  agreed  that 
the  President  is  making  some 
headway  for  Republican  candi- 
dates.
